ABSTRACT AMENDMENT 
A disc shaped padlock has a shackle in the form of an open ring moveable 
in an arcuate groove within the body of the lock with a key to bring the opening in the 
ring into an aligned relation with a radially extending noted notch in the body to form an 
unlocked condition of the padlock. The opening in the ring is moved out of alignment 
with the notch to form a locked condition in which the notch is closed by the ring-like
